1. 15  p.  m.,  with  the  President,  the  Rev.  James  H.  Barkley,  D.D., 
in  the  chair.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE 


Necrological  Report 

FOR  1909. 


The  Report  for  the  year  ending  April  i,  1909,  contains  notices  of 
three  Directors  of  the  Seminary,  the  Rev.  William  Irvin,  D.D.,  the 
Rev.  James  Stuart  Dickson,  D.D.,  and  Mr.  George  Edward  Sterry;  of 
two  Trustees,  the  Hon.  Elmer  Ewing  Green,  President  of  the  Board, 
and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Miller  Studdiford,  D.D. ; and  of  forty-three  other 
former  students.  Three  of  these  should  have  been  included  in  former 
Reports,  but  the  fact  of  their  death  did  not  reach  the  Secretary  in  time. 
The  total  number  reported  is  forty-eight. 

Of  the  forty-six  former  students  the  oldest  had  reached  the  age  of 
ninety-four  years  and  nine  months — the  Rev.  John  Crowell,  D.D., — at 
the  time  of  his  death  the  oldest  living  alumnus  of  the  Seminary — twelve 
others  had  passed  their  eightieth  year ; fourteen,  their  seventieth,  and 
seven,  their  sixtieth.  The  youngest  died  at  the  age  of  thirty-four  years 
and  two  months.  The  average  age  of  the  forty-seven  was  sixty-eight 
years.  The  average  age  at  which  the  forty-seven  made  a public  con- 
fession of  their  faith  was  seve,nteen  years  and  one  month.

WILLIAM  lEVIN,  E.L,. 

Son  of  Richard  and  Mary  Williams  (Proudfit)  Irwin,  was 
born  in  New  York  City  Oct.  28,.  1833.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church, 
New  York  City,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  select  school  of  Daniel  P.  Bacon 
in  New  York,  and  he  graduated  from  Rutgers  College  in  1851. 
He  spent  the  next  year  in  general  study  and  was  tutor  of  Latin 
and  Greek  in  Rutgers  College,  1852-54,  and  professor  of 
Latin  in  the  same  institution,  1854-59.  He  entered  the  Semi- 
nary at  Princeton  in  ihe  fall  of  the  last  year  as  a middler, 
remaining  two  years,  graduating  in  1861.  He  was  licensed  by 
the  Presbytery  of  New  York,  Oct.  10,  i860,  and  ordained  by 
the  Presbytery  of  North  River,  Feb.  18,  1862,  being  at  the  same 
time  installed  pastor  of'  the  church  at  Rondout,  N.  Y.,  from 
which  he  was  released  April  10,  1867.  He  had  supplied  the 
church  at  Oyster  Bay,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.,  from  1861  to  1862.  His 
second  and  only  other  pastoral  charge  was  that  of  the  Second 
Church  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  from  July  ii,  1867,  to  April  3,  1887, 
when  he  became  corresponding  secretary  -of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions.  He  continued  in  this  office  until  1893,  having 
his  residence  in  Oyster  Bay,  L.  L,  from  1899  until  his  death. 
He  spent  much  of  the  time  after  1893  in  travel  in  Europe.  He 
died  Feb.  22,  1909,  in  Berlin,  Germany,  of  apoplexy,  in  the 
76th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Greenwood  Cemetery, 
Brooklyn.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  in  1873  Horn 
Princeton  University.  Dr.  Irvin  was  a trustee  of  Union  College 
from  1875  until  death,  and  also  a trustee  of  the  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute  from  1876  until  his  death.  He  was  secre- 
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tary  of  the  New  Jersey  Sunday  School  Association  for  Middle- 
sex County  from  1858-59.  He  was  a director  of  Princeton 
Seminary  from  1876  until  his  death,  being  at  that  time  the 
oldest  living  director  of  the  Seminary.  He  published  a num- 
ber of  sermons,  addresses  and  review  articles. 

He  was  twice  married:  (i)  June  14,  1866,  in  New  York 
City,  to  Mary  Fannie  Smith,  who  died  March  5,  1880;  (2) 
June  29,  1886,  in  Oyster  Bay,  N.  Y.,  to  Julia  Post  Swan,  who, 
with  two  sons  and  two  daughters  by  his  first  wife  and  one 
daughter  by  his  second,  survives  him. 


JAMES  STUART  DICKSON,  D.D., 

Son  of  James  Reid  and  Caroline  Louisa  (Stuart)  Dickson,  was 
born  July  19,  1859,  in  Honesdale,  Pa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Alexander  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Philadelphia  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  public  schools  of  ^Philadelphia,  and  for 
two  years  under  a private  tutor,  and  he  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1880.  Entering  the  Seminary 
at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  and  graduated  in  1883.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Philadelphia  Central,  June  4,  1882,  and  or- 
dained by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  Oct.  9,  1883, 
being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  at  Dayton, 
N.  J.  He  was  released  from  this  charge  June  14,  1886;  he  was 
then  pastor  of  the  Woodland  Church,  Philadelphia,  from  June 
29,  1886,  to  M-arch  i,  1905,  when  he  became  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  In  the  fulfillment  of  the  duties 
of  this  office,  he  died  April  i,  1909,  at  East  Orange,  N.  J.,  of 
heart  disease,  in  the  50th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in 
Laurel  Hill  Cemetery,  Philadelphia.  He  received  the  degree 
of  D.D.  from  New  York  University  in  1905.  Dr.  Dickson 
was  a director  of  Princeton  Seminary  from  1904  until  his 
death.  He  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Publication  and 
S.  S.  Work  for  many  years;  he  was  also  a member  of  the 
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General  Assembly’s  Evangelistic  Committee,  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Union  of  New  York  City,  and  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania Club  of  New  York.  He'  raised  the  larger  part  of  a 
fund  of  $100,000  for  the  endowment  of  a chair  in  memory  of 
Professor  Wm.  Henry  Green  in  the  Seminary. 

He  was  married  July  26,  1883,  in  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  to  Mary 
Agnes  Campbell,  who,  with  three  sons,  survives  him. 


GEORGE  EDWARD  STERRY, 

Son  of  Edward  Augustus  and  Catharine  Amelia  (Whittlesey) 
Sterry,  was  born  April  12,  1838,  in  Norwich  Town,  Conn.  He 
studied  in  the  private  and  public  schools  of  Norwich.  When 
only  ten  years  of  age,  he  decided  on  the  drug  business  as  a 
career,  and  studied  pharmacy  while  acting  as  clerk  for  Dr. 
Bentley  in  Norwich.  About  1852,  he  entered  the  employ  of 
Messrs.  John  L.  Brown  and  Sons,  Boston,  Mass.,  as  a chemist. 
A year  later,  he  moved  to  New  York,  becoming  a clerk  for 
Schiefiflin  & Co.  In  i860,  James  E.  Weaver  entered  into  part- 
nership with  him  as  Weaver  & Sterry;  he  continued  a partner 
in  this  firm  until  his  death,  which  occurred  May  19,  1908,  in 
New  York  City,  in  the  71st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in 
the  Sleepy  Hollow  Cemetery  of  Tarrytown,  N.  Y.  He  was  a 
director  of  the  Seminary  from  1900  until  his  death.  His  ser- 
vices were  called  for  in  many  religious  and  business  institu- 
tions. He  was  an  elder  of  the  Eourth  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church  of  New  York  City  for  many  years,  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  Hope  Chapel  Sunday  School  connected  with 
that  church.  He  was  a director  of  the  Spring  Valley  Mining 
Co.,  president  and  director  of  the  Bloomfield  IMills  Co.  of  New 
Jersey;  a member  of  the  American  Geological  Society,  of  the 
New  York  Maritime  Association  of  the  Port  of  New  York, 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  of 
the  Church  Erection  Fufid,  of  the  Managers  of  the  American 
Tract  Society,  and  of  the  Governing  Board  of  the  American 
Bible  League.  He  was  a trustee  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
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the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Gospel  Mission 
to  the  Tombs,  in  New  York  City.  He  was  also  vice-president 
of  the  Manhattan  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital.  He  was  the 
clerk  of  the  Session  of  the  Fourth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church 
and  was  several  times  a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly. 

He  was  married  Oct.  3,  1861,  in  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  to  Cath- 
arine van  \diet  DeWitt,  who  died  Sept.  15,  1904.  Three  sons 
survive  him. 
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ELMEE  EWIHG  GEEEN, 

Son  of  Caleb  Smith  and  Eleanor  Graeme  (Ewing)  Green,  was 
born  Feb.  14,  1850,  in  Trenton,  N.  J.  He  pursued  his  prepara- 
tory studies  in  the  Trenton  Academy,  under  George  S.  Gros- 
venor,  and  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1870. 
Having  decided  upon  law  as  a profession,,  he  studied  in  his 
father’s  office  in  Trenton  and  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law 
in  the  same  city  exclusively,  from  the  time  of  his  admission 
to  the  Bar,  1873,  ontil  his  death,  which  occurred  March  16, 
1909,  in  Trenton,  of  enlargement  of  the  heart.  He  was  buried 
in  the  Riverview  Cemetery,  near  Trenton.  Mr.  Green  was  a 
trustee  of  Princeton  Seminary  from  1891  until  his  death,  and 
was  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  1898  until  his 
death.  In  1903  he  was  appointed  a member  of  the  Court  of 
Errors  and  Appeals  for  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  resigning  his 
position  on  account  of  ill  health  shortly  before  his  death.  He 
was  a member  of  the  Common  Council  of  Trenton  from  1882 
to  1895.  a director  of  the  Trenton  Banking  Company  from 
1885  until  his  death,  and  a manager  of  the  Trenton  Savings 
Fund  Society  from  1891  until  1906. 

He  was  married  Sept.  15,  1875,  in  Trenton,  N.  J.,  to  Sue 
Elizabeth  Hunt,  who,  with  two  sons,  survives  him. 


SAMUEL  MILLER  STUDDIFORD.  D.D., 

Son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Peter  Ogilvie  and  Eleanor  Wilson  (Simpson) 
Studdiford,  was  born  Jan.  24,  1835,  in  Lambertville,  N.  J.  He 
made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian 
church  of  Lambertville  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatorv 
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studies  were  pursued  under  his  father,  the  Rev.  P.  O.  Studdi- 
ford,  in  Lambertville,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  Uni- 
versity in  1856.  He  then  spent  one  year  in  teaching  in  a select 
classical  school  in  Lambertville,  entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1857.  He  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there, 
graduating  in  i860.  He  was  licensed  May  3,  1859,  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Raritan,  and  ordained  May  8,  i860,  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Elizabeth,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of 
the  First  Church  of  Plainfield,  N.  J.  He  was  released  from 
this  charge  March  25,  1862,  that  he  might  accept  a call  to  the 
church  at  Stewartsville,  N.  J.,  of  which  he  was  pastor  from 
April  12,  1862,  to  JMarch  22,  1866.  His  only  other  pastoral 
charge  was  that  of  the  Third  Church  of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  from 
April  25,  1866,  to  Oct.  22,  1902,  a period  of  thirty-six  years. 
On  resigning  this  charge,  he  was  made  pastor  emeritus.  He 
continued  to  reside  in  Trenton  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
July '21,  1908,  in  Trenton,  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age,  of  ail- 
ments from  which  he  had  suffered  for  several  years,  intensified 
by  the  extreme  heat.  He  was  buried  in  Lambertville,  N.  J. 
He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Princeton  University  in 
1884.  Dr.  Studdiford  was  a trustee  of  Princeton  Seminary 
from  1893  until  his  death  and  was  for  many  years  chairman  of 
the  Library  Committee  of  the  Board.  He  was  an  associate 
member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Council  at  Edinburgh  in 
1877;  he  was  a commissioner  to  the  General  x'^.ssembly  in  1868, 
1875,  1880  and  1886;  he  was  chairman  of  the  Synodical  Home 
^fission  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  and 
was  moderator  of  the  .Synod  of  New  Jersey  in  1893.  He  pub- 
lished a few  sermons  and  several  articles  for  the  religious  press. 

He  was  married  Dec.  9,  1862,  in  Flemington,  N.  J.,  to 
iMary  Christiana  Emery,  who  died  Feb.  21,  1903.  Two  sons 
and  one  daughter  survive  him. 
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JOHN  OEOWELL,  D.D., 

Son  of  James  and  Mary  (Gardner)  Crowell,  was  born  June 
22,  1814,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Sixth  Presbyterian  clturch  of  Philadelphia 
at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued 
in  Philadelphia,  chiefly  in  the  schools  of  his  father  and  Samuel 
Jones,  A.M.,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in 
1834.  During  the  next  year  and  a half  he  was  in  charge  of 
the  Academy  at  Morristown,  N.  J.  In  the  spring  of  1836  he 
entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  and  remained  until  the  close 
of  the  Seminary  year,  jn  the  fall  of  1837.  During  the  next  two 
years  he  continued  his  theological  studies  under  the  direction 
of  the  Rev.  John  Todd,  D.D.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Third 
Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  April  ii,  1839,  and  ordained  by 
the  same  Presbytery,  June  5,  1840,  being  at  the  same  time 
installed  pastor  of  the  church  at  West  Chester,  Pa.  He  was 
released  from  this  charge  July  17,  1850.  During  this  pastorate, 
he  was  also  engaged  in  teaching  in  West  Chester.  After  this, 
he  was  pastor  of  the  Second  Church  of  Orange,  N.  J.,  from 
Aug.  21,  1850,  to  May  6,  1863,  and  of  the  Drawyers  Church, 
Odessa,  Del.,  from  Aug.  i,  1867,  to  April  17,  1878.  After  this, 
he  had  no  other  charge  and  resided  in  East  Orange,  N.  J., 
from  that  time  until  his  death,  which  occurred  March  29,  1909, 
at  East  Orange,  of  pneumonia,  in  the  95th  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  buried  in  the  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He 
received  the  degree  of  D.D.  in  1869  from  Princeton  University. 
Dr.  Crowell  was  a tutor  in  Princeton  University  from  1836  to 
1837;  he  was  secretary  of  the  East  Orange  Board  of  Educa- 
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tion  from  1889  to  1907,  and  was  a member  of  that  Board  for 
twenty  years.  He  published  Republics ; or  Popular  Govern- 
ment an  Appointment  of  God. 

He  was  married  Oct.  21,  1840,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  to  Kate 
Roney, .who  died  Nov.  29,  1879.  Three  daughters  survive  him. 


HUGH  ABBUTHNOT  BEOWN,  D.D., 

Son  of  William  and  Eleanor  (Lyons)  Brown,  was  born  Dec. 
20,  1819,  in  St.  Clairsville,  Ohio.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  at 
the  age  of  seventeen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Jefferson  College  Preparatory  Department,  and  he  gradu- 
ated from  Jefferson  (now  Washington  and  Jefferson)  College 
in  1840.  During  the  next  year,  he  studied  Hebrew  under  his 
brother.  Rev.  James  C.  Brown,  in  Valparaiso,  Ind.  He  entered 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1841,  remaining  until  February, 
1844.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick 
Oct.  4,  1843,  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Logansport,  April  16,  1844.  Having  determined  to  go  as  a 
missionary  to  China,  he  sailed  for  that  country  in  October, 
1844,  and  was  stationed  at  Amoy,  1845  to  1848.  Returning  to 
this  country,  he  was  stated  supply  of  the  First  Church  of 
Logansport,  Ind.,  from  June,  1848,  to  June,  1849,  3.nd  of  the 
church  at  Roanoke,  Va.,  from  September,  1849,  until  installed 
its  pastor  July  13  1850  He  was  released  from  this  charge 
Aug.  5,  1853.  During  the  next  four  years,  he  supplied  a 
church  at  Rockford,  111. ; he  was  pastor  of  the  Hermon  Church, 
Va.,  from  Oct.  8,  1857.  until  his  death,  having  his  residence  in 
Saxe,  Va. ; during  this  time,  while  pastor  of  the  Hermon 
Church,  he  supplied  several  other  churches  — that  of  Cub 
Creek,  Va.,  1870-71;  Providence,  1875-78;  Lunenburg  Court 
House,  1881-82;  Rough  Creek,  1882-97;  Providence  again, 
1882-85;  Wylliesburg,  1885  until  his  death,  and  the  church  at 
Providence,  a third  time,  from  1889  to  1907.  He  died  April 
t8,  1908,  at  Saxe,  Va.,  of  paralysis,  in  the  90th  year  of  his  age. 
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He  was  buried  near  Saxe.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  in 
1889  from  Hampden  Sidney  College.  Dr.  Brown  was  stated 
clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Roanoke  from  1869  until  his  death. 
He  was  chairman  of  that  Presbytery's  Home  Mission  Commit- 
tee from  1882  to  1887,  and  was  treasurer  of  the  same  Presby- 
tery from  1885  until  his  death.  He  published  a Manual  of  the 
Roanoke  Presbytery  in  1870,  which  was  revised  and  published 
in  1906. 

He  was  married  June  ii,  1850,  in  Winchester,  Va.,  to 
Matilda  Cowen  Little,  who  died  Feb.  9,  1901.  One  daughter 
survives  him. 


THEODORE  LEDYARD  CUYLER,  D.D.,  LL.D., 

Son  of  Benjamin  Ledyard  and  Louisa  Frances  (Morrell) 
Cuyler,  was  born  Jan.  10,  1822,  in  Aurora,  N.  Y.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Princeton,  N.  J , at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  Mr.  Fairchild's  Hill  Top  School  at 
Mendham,  N.  J.,  and  he  was  graduated  from  Princeton  Uni- 
versity in  1841.  After  his  graduation  he  taught  in  Philadelphia 
for  one  year,  and  traveled  in  Europe  for  half  a year.  He 
entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1843,  taking  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  and  graduating  in  1846.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Second  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  April  22, 
1846,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  West 
Jersey,  May  4,  1848.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  at 
Burlington,  N.  J.,  from  November,  1846,  to  September,  1849; 
he  was  pastor  of  the  Third  Church  of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  from 
Sept.  2,  1849,  to  May  15,  1853  ! of  the  Market  Street  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  New  York  City,  from  Nov.  15,  1853,  to  April 
6,  i860,  and  of  the  Lafayette  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  from  April  24,  i860,  to  April  5,  1890,  when 
he  was  made  pastor  emeritus.  He  continued  his  residence  in 
Brooklyn,  preaching  frequently  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  occurred  Feb.  26,  1909,  in  Brooklyn,  of  bronchitis,  in  the 
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88th  year  of  his  age.  He  was.  buried  in  the  Greenwood  Ceme- 
tery of  Brooklyn.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from 
Princeton  University  in  1866,  and  that  of  LL.D.  from  the  same 
institution  in  1897.  Dr.  Cuyler  was  president  of  the  National 
Temperance  Society  and  Publishing  House  from  1882  to  1890. 
He  published  a number  of  books,  among  them  being  Stray 
Arrows,  Cedar  Christian,.  Pointed  Papers,  Thought  Hives, 
How  to  be  a Pastor,  Nile  to  Norway,  The  Empty  Crib,  God’s 
Light  on  Dark  Clouds,  Christianity  in  the  Home,  Heart  Life, 
and  Recollections  of  a Long  Life.  In  addition,  he  published 
some  thirty  pamphlets  and  about  four  thousand  articles  for  the 
religious  press. 

He  was  married  March  17,  1853,  Newark,  Ohio,  to 
Annie  E.  Mathiot,  who,  with  one  son  and  one  daughter,  sur- 
vives him. 


WILLIAM  HENRY  RUFFNER,  LL.D., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  and  Sarah  Montgomery  (Lyle) 
Ruffner,  was  born  Eeb.  ii,  1824,  in  Lexington,  Va.  He  made 
a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of 
Lexington,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  schools  connected  with  Washington  Col- 
lege, Va.,  and  he  graduated  from  Washington  College  in  1842. 
He  entered  Union  Seminary  of  Virginia  in  1845,  remaining 
there  one  year.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1846, 
where  he  stayed  less  than  a year.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  Eeb.  2,  1848,  and  ordained  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  Jan.  14,  1852.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  church  at  Charlotte  Court  House,  Va.,  for  a time 
in  1849,  was  chaplain  of  the  LMiversity  of  Virginia  from 
1849  to  1851.  On  his  ordination  he  became  pastor  of  the 
Seventh  Church  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  remaining  in  this  charge 
until  April  1853.  He  supplied  the  church  at  Bensalem,  Pa., 
from  1868  to  1869.  In  1874,  he  demitted  the  ministry  on 
account  of  throat  trouble  and  nervous  disability.  He  was  su- 
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perintendent  of  public  instruction  of  Virginia  from  1870  to 
1882  and  principal  of  the  Female  Normal  School  of  Farmville, 
\'a.,  from  1884  to  1887.  He  engaged  in  Geological  work  in 
Washington  Territory,  Alabama,  North  Carolina  and  several 
other  states  from  1887  to  1893.  After  1893,  he  engaged  in 
farming  and  literary  work,  residing  near  Lexington,  Va.  He 
died  Nov.  24,  1908,  in  Asheville,  N.  C.,  of  interstitial  nephritis, 
in  the  85th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Lexington,  Va. 
He  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  Washington  and  Lee 
Lniversity  in  1880.  He  published  several  sermons,  eight  an- 
nual school  reports,  1871  to  1878,  and  many  articles  in  the 
papers.  He  also  published  Charity  and  the  Clergy,  1852,  and 
he  edited  a volume  of  lectures  on  the  Evidence  of  Christianity 
delivered  at  the  University  of  X’irginia  in  1850-51  by  Presby- 
terian ministers. 

He  was  married  Sept.  3,  1850,  at  Collicello,  VH.,  to  Harriet 
Anne  Gray,  who  died  Oct.  17,  1895.  Two  daughters  survive 
him. 


WILLIAM  SIMONTON,  D.L., 

Son  of  William  and  Martha  (Snodgrass)  Simonton,  was  born 
Sept.  12,  1820,  in  West  Hanover,  Pa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Derry,  Pa., 
at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pur- 
sued in  the  Academy  at  Newark,  Del.,  under  Prof.  William  S. 
Graham,  and  he  was  graduated  from  Delaware  College  in  1846. 
During  the  next  year  he  was  occupied  as  administrator  of  his 
father’s  estate.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall 
of  1847,  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  and  gradu- 
ated in  1850.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle 
June  12,  1849,  ^od  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Northum- 
berland, May  20,  1851.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  churches 
of  Northumberland  and  Sunbury,  Pa.,  from  September,  1850, 
until  installed  their  pastor  at  the  time  of  his  ordination.  He 
was  released  from  this  double  charge  Oct.  3,  1854.  He  was 
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Stated  supply  of  the  First  Church  of  Williamsport,  Pa.,  from 
October,  1854,  until  installed  its  pastor,  Oct.  i,  1855,  and  was 
released  from  this  charge  June  6,  1871.  During  the  next  two 
years,  he  resided  without  charge  in  Williamsport.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  Piney  Creek  and  Taneytown  churches,  Mary- 
land, from  Dec.  10,  1873,  to  Oct.  7,  1890,  and  of  the  church  at 
Emmitsburg,  Md.,  from  Dec.  10,  1873,  ^ Oct.  7,  1897.  In 
1890,  he  retired  from  the  active  work  of  the  ministry  and 
resided  in  Washington,  Pa.,  until  1906,  and  then  in  Pittsburg 
from  that  date  until  his  death,  which  occurred  Sept.  21,  1908, 
at  Grenell  Island,  N.  Y.,  of  uraemia,  in  the  89th  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  at  Washington,  Pa.  He  received  the 
degree  of  D.D.  from  Delaware  College  in  1886.  Dr.  Simonton 
was  stated  clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Northumberland  from 
1868  to  1873.  He  published  several  sermons  and  a sketch  of 
the  life  and  labors  of  Rev.  Ashbel  G.  Simonton  in  Wilson’s 
Historical  Almanac  for  1868.  He  published  also  a historical 
sketch  of  the  Presbyterian  churches  of  Emmitsburg  and  Piney 
Creek,  Md.,  1876 

He  was  married  May  23,  1855,  in  Danville,  Pa.,  to  Miss 
Anne  Elizabeth  Grier,  who,  with  one  son  and  four  daughters, 
survives  him. 


DAVID  MACK  COOPER,  D.D., 

Son  of  David  and  Lovicy  (Mack)  Cooper,  was  born  April  18, 
1827,  in  Detroit,  Mich.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  at  the  Congregational  Church  at  Romeo,  Mich.,  at  the  age 
of  seventeen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  Romeo 
under  Prof.  Rufus  Nutting,  and  he  graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  IMichigan  in  1848.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  remaining  one  year. 
He  completed  his  theological  studies  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  Geo. 
Duffield  at  Detroit  under  the  care  of  the  Detroit  Presbytery. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Detroit  Feb.  6,  1851,  and 
ordained  l)y  the  same  Presbytery  March  3,  1853.  He  was 
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Stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Saginaw  City,  Mich.,  from  185 1 
until  installed  its  pastor  at  the  time  of  his  ordination,  and  was 
released  from  this  charge  April  27,  1859;  he  was  then  pastor 
of  the  church  at  Grand  Haven.  Mich.,  from  Oct.  18,  1859,  to 
June  7,  1864.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Albion, 
iMich.,  from  1866  to  1874,  and  resided  as  an  evangelist  at 
Albion  from  1875  to  1877.  The  following  year,  he  took  up 
his  residence  in  Detroit  and  continued  to  reside  there  until  his 
death.  He  was  pastor  of  the  ^Memorial  Church  in  Detroit, 
which  he  built  at  his  own  cost  and  served  without  salary  as 
pastor  from  i88r  until  1896,  when  he  was  made. pastor  emer- 
itus. He  died  Aug.  28,  1908,  in  Detroit,  in  the  82d  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  in  Detroit.  He  received  the  degree  of 
D.D.  from  Alma  College  in  1892.  Dr.  Cooper  was  a trustee  of 
Alma  College  and  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Michigan  in 
1867.  He  published  a number  of  addresses  and  other  pam- 
phlets. 

He  was  twice  married:  (i)  May  6,  1851,  at  Ann 'Arbor, 
iMich.,  to  Arabella  M.  Baldwin,  who  died  Nov.  5,  1881 ; (2) 
Oct.  9,  1883,  in  Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  to  Caroline  Skinner,  who, 
with  one  son  and  two  daughters,  survives  him. 


ISAAC  MURRAY,  D.D., 

Son  of  James  and  Christy  Ann  (IMcKay)  Murray,  was  born 
March  24,  1824,  in  Pictou,  Nova  Scotia.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  at  West 
River,  Pictou,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two.  His  preparatory 
studies  rt^ere  pursued  in  the  Pictou  Academy  and  at  West 
River  under  Prof.  Ross,  and  he  studied  theology  under  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Keir  and  Prof.  Ross,  who  had  been  appointed  by  Synod 
for  this  purpose.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in 
1848,  remaining  only  eight  months.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Pictou,  ]\Iay  22,  1849,  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Prince  Edwards  Island,  Jan.  16,  1850.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  following  churches  in  Canada:  North  New 
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London  and  Cavendish,  Prince  Edwards  Island,  1850-61 ; 
Cavendish  and  New  Glasgow,  1861-77;  North  and  South  New 
London,  1877-78;  the  Prince  Street  Church,  Charlottetown, 
1878-82;  Thorburn,  Pictou,  1882-84;  St.  Matthew’s  Church, 
North  Sidney,  1884-96.  After  this  last  pastorate  he  retired 
from  the  active  work  of  the  ministry  on  account  of  his  health. 
He  died  Dec.  7,  1906,  at  New  Glasgow,  Nova  Scotia,  in  the 
83rd  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  New  Glasgow.  He 
received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Queen’s  University,  Kings- 
ton, Canada,  in  1876.  Dr.  Murray  was  moderator  of  the 
Synod  of  Nova  Scotia  in  1873  and  again  in  1893.  He  was 
clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Sidney  from  1889  until  his  death. 
He  was  a delegate  to  the  Evangelical  Alliance  of  New  York  in 
1873;  he  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Char- 
lottetown, Prince  Edwards  Island,  from  1865  to  1877,  and  was 
chairman  of  the  board  during  the  last  year  of  his  membership. 

He  was  married  June  30,  1854,  in  Musquodoboit,  Nova 
Scotia,  to  Jane  McKenna  Sprott,  who,  with  two  daughters, 
survives  him. 


EDWIN  EMERSON, 

Son  of  James  and  Anne  Johnston  (Weir)  Emerson,  was  born 
July  2.  1823,  in  New  York  City.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Spring  Street  Presbyterian  Church  of  New 
York  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  New  York  City  under  Rev.  Dr.  J.  J.  Owen,  and  he 
graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1849.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the 
full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1852.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick  Oct.  8,  1851, 
and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle  Sept,  i,  1852,  being 
at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  at  Greencastle, 
Pa.  He  was  released  from  this  charge  in  September,  i860. 
He  was  professor  of  English  literature  in  Troy  University,  in 
New  York,  from  i860  to  1862.  After  this  he  lived  abroad 
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almost  all  of  the  rest  of  his  life:  in  Paris  from  1863  to  1867, 
in  London  from  1867  to  1868,  in  Dresden  from  1868  to  1872, 
and  in  Munich  from  1872  to  1894.  Returning  to  this  country, 
he  lived  in  New  York  City,  1894-95 ; in  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  1895-96; 
and  in  Denver,  Col.,  1897-99.  He  then  spent  a year  in  Paris. 
He  resided  in  Tokyo,  Japan,  from  1901  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  Nov.  4,  1908,  in  Yokohoma,  Japan,  of  heart  failure, 
in  the  86th  year  of  his  age.  His  body  was  cremated  in  Tokyo, 
and  the  ashes  were  buried  in  the  Ingham  Cemetery,  near  New 
Hope,  Pa.  He  was  a delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  to 
the  Free  Church  of  France  in  1866.  He  published  a number  of 
sermons  and  essays  and  many  scientific  articles.  He  was  for 
a time  the  editor  of  the  British  Journal  of  Photography.  He 
also  published  two  volumes  of  poetry:  A Romance  of  the 
Rhine  and  Poems  in  1901.  He  was  sent  by  the  United  States 
Government  as  a secret  envoy  to  Europe  in  1862  to  persuade 
England  and  France  not  to  recognize  the  Confederate  States. 

He  was  married  Sept.  15,  1852,  in  Trenton,  N.  J.,  to  Mary 
Louisa  Ingham,  who  died  Sept.  16,  1883.  Five  sons  survive 
him. 


WILLIAM  COLLINS  MOSHER, 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Charles  and  Laura  (Parmele)  Mosher,  was 
born  April  24,  1820,  in  Phelps,  N.  Y.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Congregational  Church,  Canandai- 
gua, N.  Y^.,  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  Academy  at  Canandaigua,  under  Henry 
Howe,  and  he  graduated  from  Union  College  in  1845.  He  was 
principal  of  the  academy  at  Springfield,  N.  Y^.,  from  1845-46, 
and  taught  in  a classical  school  near  Martinsburg,  Va.,  1846 
to  1850.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1850,  he  took 
the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1853.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick  April  27,  1853. 
and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  same  Presbytery,  Dec.  20, 
1853.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  following  churches  : Stock-

ton,  Cal.,  1854-56;  Pontiac,  ]\Iich.,  1857-60;  Jackson,  Mich., 
1860-61  ; Watsonville,  Mich.,  and  Mokelumne  Hill,  Cal.,  1861- 
65.  After  this  he  was  professor  in  the  University  City  College, 
San  Francisco,  from  1865  to  1866.  He  was  stated  supply  of 
the  church  at  Placerville,  Cal.,  from  1866  to  1867.  He  then 
engaged  in  work  among  the  Freedmen  in  Mississippi  and 
Georgia.  1867-71.  Returning  to  the  West,  he  was  stated  sup- 
ply of  the  church  at  Wilmington,  Cal.,  1871-74,  and  of  the 
church  at  Pasadena,  Cal.,  1874-76.  He  engaged  in  teaching  in 
Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  from  1876  to  1878  and  labored  as  a Presby- 
terial  missionary  in  Pasadena  from  1879  to  1887.  During  the 
next  two  years,  he  labored  as  an  evangelist ; after  this  he  re- 
sided in  Pasadena  and  then  in  Los  Angeles  from  1899  to  1904, 
and  in  Berkeley,  Cal.,  from  1904  until  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred Aug.  7,  1908,  in  Berkeley,  of  senility,  in  the  89th  year 
of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Pasadena.  He  was  a commis- 
sioner to  the  General  Assembly  in  1856  and  again  in  i860.  He 
published  articles  for  the  newspapers  and  one  book — The 
iMosher  Family — 1898.

II,  1865,  in  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  to  Mary  Graves  Stratton,  who 
died  iMay  7,  1908.  One  son  and  one  daughter  by  his  first  wife 
and  three  sons  and  three  daughters  by  his  second  wife  survive 
him. 


JOHN  KELLY, 

Son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Wilson)  Kelly,  was  born  in  Ohio 
County,  W.  \H.,  Dec.  9,  1822.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Forks  of  Wheeling  Presbyterian  Church, 
W.  Va.,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  public  school  and  then  in  West  Liberty  Academy 
under  the  Rev.  Nathan  Shotwell,  and  Ee  graduated  from 
Washington  College  (now  Washington  and  Jefferson)  in  1851. 
Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same 
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year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  but  was  unable 
to  take  his  final  examinations  because  of  ill  health.  He  was 
licensed  and  at  the  same  time  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Washington,  June  24,  1854.  He  engaged  in  teaching  in  West 
Alexander,  Pa.,  from  1854  to  1855.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
Chandlersville  and  Alt.  Zion  churches.  Pa.,  from  1855  to  1857; 
of  the  Salt  Creek  and  Duncan’s  Falls  churches,  Ohio,  from 
1857  to  1863,  and  of  the  church  at  AIcConnellsville,  Ohio,  from 
1863  to  1870.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Central  Church  of 
Lima,  Ohio,  from  1870  to  1872.  He  then  served  the  church 
at  Ada,  Ohio,  as  pastor  elect  until  installed  its  pastor  the  fol- 
lowing year.  This  relation  was  dissolved  in  1875.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Savannah,  Ohio,  from  1875  to  1884; 
stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Aliddleport,  Ohio,  from  1884  to 
1887;  pastor  of  the  church  at  Belleville,  Ohio,  from  1887  to 
1889;  stated  supply  of  the  Alilford  Centre  and  Cardington 
churches  from  1889  to  1890;  stated  supply  of  the  Congress  and 
Chester  churches,  Ohio,  from  1890  to  1891,  and  stated  supply 
of  the  church  at  Chandlersville,  Ohio,  from  1891  to  1894. 
After  this  he  continued  his  residence  in  Chandlersville  until 
1906,  and  then  resided  in  Lima,  Ohio,  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  Sept.  10.  1907,  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  of  old  age,  in  his 
85th  year.  He  was  buried  at  Lima,  Ohio.  During  the  last 
few  years  of  his  life,  he  was  entirely  blind. 

He  was  married  Xov.  i,  1859,  in  Chandlersville,  Ohio,  to 
Eleanor  Frazee  Chapman,  who  died  April  28,  1906.  Two 
daughters  survive  him. 


GEOR&E  OWEN  BARNES 

Son  of  James  Charles  and  Alaria  Stockton  (Smith)  Barnes, 
was  born  April  22,  1827,  at  Paint  Lick,  Ky.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  at  Dayton, 
Ohio,  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pur- 
sued in  the  Dayton  Academy  under  E.  E.  Barney,  and  he 
graduated  from  Centre  College,  Ky.,  in  1845.  He  then  en- 
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gaged  in  the  study  of  law  in  Richmond,  Ky.,  until  1847.  After 
this  he  was  a soldier  in  the  Mexican  War  till  June,  1848.  He 
taught  school  in  Stanford,  Ky.,  for  the  next  six  months  and 
was  then  a clerk  in  a cotton  commission  house  in  Savannah, 
Ga.,  until  the  spring  of  1852.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  the  latter  year,  remaining  two  years.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  April  6,  1854,  and 
ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Transylvania  in  the  summer  of 
the  same  year.  Having  devoted  his  life  to  the  cause  of  foreign 
missions,  he  sailed  for  India  in  September,  1854,  but  the  failure 
of  his  health  compelled  him  to  return  to  America  in  1861. 
With  health  partially  restored,  he  took  charge  of  the  church  at 
Stanford,  Ky.,  in  1863,  and  was  pastor  of  this  church  for  ten 
years.  In  1873  he  withdrew  from  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  became  an  itinerant  independent  evangelist,  laboring 
chiefly  in  Kentucky,  and  later  in  Ohio  and  New  York.  In 
1883  he  went  to  England  and  labored  in  London  for  two  years, 
and  after  this  spent  one  year  in  India,  Australia,  and  New 
Zealand.  After  1886  he  resumed  his  evangelistic  work  in  this 
country  until  IQ06,  when  his  health  obliged  him  to  give  up 
active  work.  He  died  April  4,  1908,  at  Sanibel,  Fla.,  in  the 
8ist  year  of  his  age.  He  published  a volume  of  sermons,  en- 
titled “God’s  Love  Story”,  1883;  also  “Credo  and  Credulity”, 
1891 ; “Love’s  Chastening”,  1891 ; and  a tract  under  the  title 
“A  Good  God  and  a Bad  Devil”,  which  was  later  republished 
in  New  Zealand  under  the  title  of  “The  Unfailing  Friend  and 
The  Relentless  Foe”. 

He  was  married  Julv  20,  1854,  in  Danville,  Ky.,  to  Jane 
Steele  Cowan,  who  died  in  September,  1903.  Three  children 
survive  him. 


FRANK  FIELD  ELLINWOOD,  D.D.,  LL-D., 

Son  of  Eli  and  Sophia  Maria  (Gridley)  Ellinwood,  was  born 
June  20,  1826,  in  Clinton,  N.  Y.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Clinton  at 
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the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Clinton  Academy  under  the  Rev.  Salmon  Strong,  and  he 
graduated  from  Hamilton  College  in  1849.  During  the  next 
year  he  taught  in  a boys’  school  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  the  year 
following  was  principal  of  the  Union  School  of  Batavia,  N.  Y. 
From  April  to  September,  1851,  he  was  tutor  of  two  young 
men  in  Cincinnati,  meanwhile  attending  lectures  on  theology 
in  Lane  Seminary.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in 
1852  as  a senior,  remaining  one  year,  and  graduating  in  1853. 
He  had  taken  the  middle  year  of  his  theological  course  in 
Auburn  Seminary.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Cayuga  in  May,  1852,  and  ordained  by  the  Fourth  Presbytery 
of  Philadelphia,  June  21,  1853,  being  at  the  same  time  installed 
pastor  of  the  Second  Church  of  Belvidere,  N.  J.,  from  which 
he  was  released  in  October,  1854.  His  only  other  pastorate 
was  over  the  Central  Church  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  from  No- 
vember, 1854,  to  December,  1865.  He  was  secretary  of  the 
Church  Erection  Committee  from  1866  to  1870;  of  the  Mem- 
'Orial  Committee  from  1870  to  1871,  and  corresponding  secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  from  1871  to  1907, 
when  advancing  years  compelled  him  to  give  up  active  work, 
and  he  was  made  secretary  emeritus.  He  died  Sept.  30,  1908, 
at  Cornwall,  Conn.,  in  the  83d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried 
at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from 
New  York  University  in  1865  and  that  of  LL.D.  from  the 
same  institution  in  1894.  Dr.  Ellinwood  was  trustee  and  presi- 
dent at  one  time  of  the  Clifton  Springs  Sanitarium,  and  was 
also  a trustee  of  the  Canton  Christian  College  for  many  years. 
He  was  lecturer  on  Comparative  Religions  in  the  graduate 
department  of  the  New  York  University  from  1886  to  1903, 
and  professor  emeritus  from  1903  to  1908.  He  published  The 
'Great  Conquest,  1876;  Oriental  Religions  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, 1892;  and  Questions  and  Phases  of  Modern  Missions, 
1898,  besides  many  sermons  and  addresses. 

He  was  twice  married:  (i)  June  30,  1853,  in  New  York 
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City,  to  Rowana  Hurd,  who  died  Aug.  30,  1864;  (2)  April  15, 
1867,  at  Fairhaven,  Vt.,  to  Laura  Hurd,  who  with  four  daugh- 
ters survives  him. 


ANDREW  JACKSON  REYNOLDS, 

Son  of  Sachet  and  Mary  Anne  (Guest)  Reynolds,  was  born 
July  14,  1831,  in  Cincinnati, ‘Ohio.  He  made  a public  confes- 
sion of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Cincin- 
nati at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  [preparatory  department  of  Woodward  College, 
Cincinnati,  of  which  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Biggs,  D.D.,  was 
president,  and  he  graduated  from  Woodward  College  in  1851. 
He  then  spent  one  year  in  a printing  office.  He  took  the  first 
year  of  his  theological  study  in  the  seminary  at  New  Albany, 
Ind.,  and  entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1853,  took  the 
remaining  two  years  there,  graduating  in  1855.  He  was  li- 
censed by  the  Presbytery  of  Cincinnati,  June  6,  1855,  and  or- 
dained by  the  same  Presbytery  May  20,  1856.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  church  at  Pleasant  Run,  Ohio,  from  1855  until 
installed  its  pastor  at  the  time  of  his  ordination,  and  was  re- 
leased from  this  charge  May  i,  1861.  He  served  under  the 
Lmited  States  Christian  Commission  from  1863  to  1865.  He 
was  stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Cumminsville,  Ohio,  from 
December,  1861,  until  installed  its  pastor,  April  14,  1864,  and 
was  released  from  this  charge  June  20,  1869.  During  the  latter 
year,  he  was  for  a short  time  stated  supply  of  the  church 
at  South  Salem,  Ohio.  After  this  he  served  the  following 
churches:  pastor  at  Lithopolis,  Ohio,  from  May  21,  1870,  to 
April,  1873;  stated  supply  at  Groveport,  Ohio,  from  April, 
1873,  to  March,  1874;  stated  supply  at  Eton,  Ohio,  1875-81. 
During  the  next  year  he  engaged  in  missionary  work  under  the 
care  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Presbytery;  he  was  stated  supply  of 
the  church  at  Decatur,  Ohio,  in  1882,  and  its  pastor  from  1883 
to  1886,  and  stated  supply  at  Albion,  Ohio,  1886-1889;  at 
Monterev,  Ohio,  1890-92;  at  IMount  Carmel,  Ohio,  1891-92;, 
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and  at  Pleasant  Run,  Ohio,  1893-99,  when  the  infirmities  of 
age  compelled  him  to  abandon  the  active  work  of  the  ministry. 
He  died  Oct.  25,  1908,  at  Norwood,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in  the 
78th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Spring  Grove 
Cemetery  of  Cincinnati.  He  was  a commissioner  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  1862,  1867,  .1880  and  1886.  He  was  stated 
clerk  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Presbytery  for  five  years.  He  pub- 
lished several  tracts  and  also  wrote  frequently  for  the  religious 
press. 

He  was  married  Dec.  16,  1857,  in  Pleasant  Run,  Ohio,  to 
Charity  Peterson  Hunter,  who  with  two  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters survives  him. 


HARMAR  DENNY, 

Son  of  Harmar  and  Elizabeth  Febuquar  (O'Hara)  Denny, 
was  born  June  15  1833,  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  a Presbyterian  church  at  the  age  of 
eighteen,  and  was  received  into  the  Catholic  church  at  the  age 
of  twenty-five.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the 
Western  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  he  graduated  from 
iMiami  University  in  1852.  He  then  spent  several  months  in 
study  in  the  scientific  school  of  Harvard  University,  and  after 
this  studied  theology'  for  several  years  at  Oxford,  England. 
He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  September,  1855,  re- 
maining only  one  month.  He  continued  his  theological  studies 
at  the  Western  Seminary  from  November,  1855,  to  March, 
1856,  and  at  the  English  College  in  Rome  from  October,  1858, 
to  August,  i860,  and  still  further  iji  London.  He  received  the 
ecclesiastical  tonsure  from  Cardinal  Wiseman  in  London,  July 
15,  1858,  and  was  ordained  deacon  by  Cardinal  Patrizzi,  vicar 
of  Rome  in  St.  John  Lateram,  Rome,  June  2,  i860,  and  a priest 
by  Bishop  IM/irris  in  London,  Nov.  i,  i860.  His  work  con- 
sisted largely  in  mission  work  among  the  laity  and  in  con- 
ducting retreats  for  religious  communities.  He  labored  at 
Pan,  France;  Pittsburg,  Pa.;  Frederick,  Md.,  1871-72;  in  the 
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Woodstock  College,  Maryland,  1872-73;  and  was  pastor  of 
St.  Ignatius,  Baltimore,  Md.,  1873-83,  and  of  St.  Francis 
Xavier,  New  York  City,  1883-98.  He  was  also  for  a time 
pastor  of  the  St.  Aloysius  Church  of  Washington,  D.  C.  He 
died  Sept.  4,  1908,  in  Woodstock,  Md.,  of  paralysis,  in  the  76th 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  "in  the  Cemetery  of  the  College 
of  the  Sacred  Heart  at  Woodstock. 


EDWARD  COOK  SICKELS,  D.D., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Wdlliam  and  Alma  Cleopatra  (Coe)  Sickels, 
was  born  April  24,  1835,  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
South  Hanover,  Ind.,  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Marion  County  Seminary  of  In- 
dianapolis under  Prof.  B.  L.  Lang,  and  he  graduated  from 
Hanover  College  in  1854.  He  took  the  first  year  of  his  theo- 
logical course  in  the  New  Albany  Seminary,  and  entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1855,  he  took  the  middle  year  of  his 
course  there.  He  then  spent  a year  of  study  in  Berlin,  Ger- 
many, returning  as  a senior  to  Princeton  Seminary  in  1857  and 
graduating  in  1858.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Indianapolis  June  15,  1858,  and  ordained  as  an  evangelist  Sept. 
7,  1862,  by  the  Presbytery  of  St.  Louis.  He  was  stated  supply 
of  the  church  at  Kirkwood,  Mo.,  from  1858  to  1862,  and  then 
of  the  church  of  Dixon,  111.,  from  1862  until  installed  its  pastor 
June  17,  1863.  This  relation  continued  till  1895,  when  he  suf- 
fered a stroke  of  paralysis,  which  resulted  in  the  failure  of  his 
voice.  During  this  pastorate,  he  taught  in  the  Dixon  Seminary 
from  1864  to  1865,  and  also  in  the  North  Illinois  Normal 
School  from  1879  to  1889.  He  continued  his  residence  in 
Dixon  as  pastor  emeritus  until  his  death,  which  occurred  Sept. 
4,  1908,  at  Dixon,  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age.  I»Ie  was  buried 
in  the  Oakwood  Cemetery  near  Dixon.  He  received  the  degree 
of  D.D.  from  Lake  Forest  College  in  1890.  Dr.  Sickels  was 
twice  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Illinois,  and  was  stated  clerk 
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of  the  Presbytery  of  Rock  River  for  twenty-five  years.  He 
was  several  times  a commissioner  of  the  General  Assembly. 
He  published  several  sermons  and  addresses. 

He  was  married  Feb.  19,  1863,  in  Kirkwood,  Mo.,  to  Caro- 
line Parmelia  Dunham,  who  with  three  sons  and  two  daughters 
survives  him. 


DAVID  THOMPSON  CAMPBELL, 

Son  of  Tames  and  Nancy  (Thompson)  Campbell,  was  born 
Dec.  6,  1829,  in  Sharon,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Sharon,  Pa.,  at  the  age 
of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the 
Poland  Academy  under  Professors  Coon  and  Rice,  and  he 
graduated  from  Jefferson  College  in  1856.  Entering  the  Semi- 
nary at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1859.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Beaver  in  July,  1859,  and  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Iowa,  Nov.  20,  1861.  He  was  stated  supply  of 
the  churches  at  Niles  and  Liberty,  Ohio,  from  1859  to  i860, 
and  pastor  of  the  church  at  Morning  Sun,  Iowa,  from  Nov. 
20,  t86i,  to  Sept.  24,  1877;  in  connection  with  this  pastorate, 
he  also  supplied  for  a time  the  churches  of  Winfield  and  Oak- 
land, and  during  the  year  1875-76  he  was  county  superinten- 
dent of  the  public  schools.  After  this  he  supplied  the  follow- 
ing churches:  Columbus  Junction,  Iowa,  1877-79 ; 'Wapello, 
Iowa,  1879-81 ; and  Martinsburg,  Iowa,  1882-88.'  He  died 
Sept.  8,  1908,  at  Morning  Sun,  Iowa,  suddenly,  while  asleep, 
in  the  80th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Sharon,  Pa. 

He  was  unmarried.

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DAVID  CRAFT,  D.D., 

Son  of  William  Deane  and  Phebe  (Baker)  Craft,  was  born 
Oct.  3,  1832,  in  Carmel,  N.  Y.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Gilead  Presbyterian  Church  of  Carmel  at  the 
age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at 
Carmel  privately,  under  the  Rev.  H.  G.  Livingston  and  the 
Rev.  Joseph  C.  Foster,  and  he  graduated  from  Lafayette  Col- 
lege in  1857.  He  then  spent  two  years  in  teaching  in  Towanda, 
Pa.,  and  in  studies  connected  with  his  theological  course.  En- 
tering the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1859,  he  remained  for  one 
year.  He  pursued  his  theological  studies  further  for  two  years 
<\dth  the  Rev.  Julius  Foster,  of  Towanda.  He  was  licensed  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Susquehanna  March  31,  i860,  and  ordained 
by  the  same  Aug.  28,  1862.  For  a year  thereafter  he  was 
chaplain  in  the  Lhiited  States  army.  He  supplied  the  churches 
of  Wyalusing  and  Terrytown,  Pa.,  from  1861  until  installed 
pastor  at  the  time  of  his  ordination.  This  relation  was  dis- 
solved in  1891.  His  other  pastorates  were  at  Lawrenceville, 
Pa.,  from  1891  to  1898,  and  at  Angelica,  N.  Y.,  from  1899 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  Sept.  17,  1909,  at  Angelica,  of 
Bright’s  disease,  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried 
in  the  Oak  Hill  Cemetery  of  Towanda,  Pa.  He  published  a 
historv  of  the  church  and  town  of  Wyalusing,  1886;  a history 
of  Bradford  County,  Pa.,  1877;  a history  of  Sullivan's  Cam- 
paign against  the  Western  Indians,  1880;  a history  of  the  141st 
Regiment  of  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  1885;  and  a history  of 
the  city  of  •Scranton.  1891. 

He  was  married  June  ii,  1861,  at  Terrytown,  Pa.,  to  Jane 
Elizabeth  Horton,  who  with  one  son  and  one  daughter  sur- 
vives him.

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JAMES  BUYERS  KENNEDY, 

Son  of  William  Sloan  and  Jane  Margaret  (Buyers)  Kennedy, 
was  born  Sept.  8,  1839,  at  Gap,  Pa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Bellevue  Presbyterian  Church,  Lan- 
caster Count)',  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  at  Gap,  Pa. ; at  Strasburg,  Pa. ; and  at 
Trenton,  N.  ].,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University  in 
1859.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1859,  he  spent 
one  year  there,  and  returning  in  1862,  took  the  other  two  years 
of  his  course,  graduating  in  1863.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Donegal  (now  Westminster)  June  24,  1862,  and 
ordained  by  the  Second  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia  Oct.  15, 
1863.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Huntingdon  Valley  Church,  Pa., 
from  1863  to  1866;  of  the  Second  Church,  Trenton,  N.  J., 
1866  to  1885;  stated  supply  of  the  Ewing  Church,  Trenton, 
1885  to  1886;  of  the  Bellevue  Church  in  1886;  of  the  Hopewell 
Church,  N.  J.,  1887  to  1889;  and  of  the  Eourth  Church,  Tren- 
ton, N.  J.,  1891-92.  After  this  he  continued  to  reside  at  Tren- 
ton until  his  death,  which  occurred  June  4,  1908,  in  the  69th 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  of  Bellevue 
Church  at  Gap,  Pa.  He  served  for  a year  or  two  as  treasurer 
of  the  Presbyterian  Ministers’  Fund.  He  was  unmarried. 


ROBERT  AARON  CONDIT,  D.D„ 

Son  of  Robert  Woodruff  and  Harriet  (Whittlesey)  Condit, 
was  born  May  19,  1837,  in  Oswego,  N.  Y.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Geneseo, 
N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  IMt.  Holly,  N.  J.,  under  the  Rev.  Samuel  Miller, 
and  in  Geneseo,  under  the  Rev.  James  Nicholls,  and  he  gradu- 
ated from  Princeton  University  in  1855.  He  then  spent  one 
year  in  the  study  of  law.  The  first  year  of  his  theological 
course  was  spent  in  McCormick  Seminary,  and  he  entered  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1861,  completing  his  course  there 
and  graduating  in  1863.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery 
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of  New  York  April  22,  1863,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery 
of  St.  Paul  Dec.  27,  1865.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Westminster 
Church,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  1865-67,  and  then  spent  a year 
in  Syria.  He  was  pastor  of  the  church  at  Carondelet,  Mo. 
(now  a part  of  St.  Louis),  from  1869  to  1873.  After  this  he 
resided  in  Peoria,  111.,  1873-74,  and  in  Chicago,  1874-75.  He 
was  president  of  the  Coe  Collegiate  Institute  at  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa,  from  1875  to  1881,  and  professor  of  ancient  languages 
and  literature  in  the  same  institution  (now  Coe  College)  from 
1881  to  1906,  when  he  was  made  professor  emeritus.  He  died 
July  7,  1908,  at  Pasadena,  Cal.,  of  apoplexy,  in  the  72d  year 
of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Mountain  View  Cemetery  of 
Pasadena.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Coe  College 
in  1900.  Dr.  Condit  was  tutor  of  Princeton  University  from 
1861  to  1863  while  a student  in  the  Seminary. 

He  was  married  July  27,  1871,  in  Chicago,  111.,  to  Margaret 
Elizabeth  Moore,  who  survives  him! 


GIDEON  PARSONS  NICHOLS,  D.D., 

Son  of  Abiel  and  Jerusha  Knight  (Parsons)  Nichols,  was  born 
July  30,  1835,  at  Windsor,  Mass.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Moscow,  N.  Y.,  at 
the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Temple  Hill  Academy,  Geneseo,  N.  Y.,  under  the  Rev. 
James  Nichols,  and  he  graduated  from  Union  College  in  i860. 
He  then  spent  two  years  in  teaching  in  the  Academy  at  War- 
nerville,  N.  Y.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1862, 
he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1865. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Rochester  May  31,  1865, 
and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  same  Presbytery  May  i, 
1867.  He  served  the  church  at  Victor,  N.  Y.,  as  pastor  elect 
from  June,  1866,  to  August,  1869,  and  the  Olivet  Church  of 
Chicago,  111.,  from  August,  1869,  to  January,  1871,  and  the 
Emanuel  Church  of  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  from  1871  until  installed 
its  pastor  in  April,  1872.  This  relation  was  dissolved  in  1881, 
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when  he  was  called  to  the  First  Church  of  Binghamton,  N.  Y., 
over  which  he  was  installed  Dec.  12,  1883,  and  from  which  he 
was  released  Jan.  16,  1906.  After  this  he  continued  to  reside 
in  Binghamton  as  pastor  emeritus  until  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred Sept.  17,  1908,  in  the  72d  year  of  his  age.

REUBEN  HENRY  VAN  PELT, 

Son  of  Reuben  and  IMargaret  Schuman  ("V’redenburgh)  Van 
Pelt,  was  born  March  3,  1844,  in  Elizabeth,  N.  J.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Elizabeth  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  private  school  of  John  Young  in  Eliza- 
beth, and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  LMiversity  in  1862. 
Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same 
year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in 
1865.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Elizabeth  Dec.  5, 
1864,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  Winne- 
bago Eeb.  I,  1866.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  at 
Juneau,  Wis.,  from  October,  1865,  to  December,  1866;  of  the 
church  at  North  Sangamon,  111.,  from  April,  1867,  to  April, 

1868,  and  of  the  churches  at  Pleasant  Hill  and  Cross  Creek, 

Ohio,  from  July,  1868,  until  installed  their  pastor  June  15, 
1869;  this  relation  was  dissolved  Oct.  14,  1869.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  Grove  Church,  Danville,  Pa.,  from  November, 

1869,  until  installed  its  pastor  Eeb.  8,  1870,  and  was  released 

from  this  charge  Aug.  7,  1874.  He  was  pastor  elect  of  the 

Eirst  Church  of  Mercer,  Pa.,  from  August,  1874,  to  April, 

1876,  and  of  the  church  at  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  from  that  date 
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until  September,  1877.  He  was  pastor  at  Trumansburg,  N.  Y., 
from  Oct.  31,  1877,  to  Sept.  25,  1888,  and  of  the  church  at 
Lawrenceville,  Kan.,  from  April  25,  1889,  to  Jan.  i,  1894.  His 
other  pastoral  labors  were  as  stated  supply  at  Hueneme,  Cal., 
from  October,  1894,  to  May,  1900,  and  at  Edinboro,  Pa.,  from 
September,  1901,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  May  8,  1909, 
at  Edinboro,  of  acute  indigestion  and  heart  failure,  in  the  66th 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Trumansburg,  N.  Y.

WILLIAM  LAURIE,  D.L., 

Son  of  William  and  Jane  (Murdoch)  Laurie,  was  born  Aug. 
19,  1832,  in  Wigtownshire,  Scotland.  He  came  to  America  in 
1853.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  South 
Street  Church  of  Philadelphia  at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  His 
preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  Philadelphia  under  Dr. 
Henry  Gregory,  and  he  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  in  1863.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in 
the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  graduating  in  1866.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Philadelphia  April  4,  1865,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Newton  June  6,  1866,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor 
of  th£  church  at  Stewartsville,  N.  J.  He  was  released  from 
this  charge  Sept.  30,  1872.  He  was  pastor  of  the  church  at 
Penn  Yan,  N.  Y.,  from  Oct.  29,  1872,  to  April  27,  1875;  stated 
supply  at  Watkins,  N.  Y.,  during  1876,  and  pastor  of  the 
church  at  Bellefonte,  Pa.,  from  Dec.  26,  1876,  to  Dec.  4,  1905. 
He  continued  to  reside  in  Bellefonte  after  this  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  Dec.  i,  1908,  at  Cape  May,  N.  J.,  of  kidney 
trouble,  in  the  77th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the 
Union  Cemetery  of  Bellefonte,  Pa.  He  received  the  degree  .of 
D.D.  from  Lafayette  College  in  1866  and  that  of  LL.D.  from 
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the  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1898.  Dr.  Laurie 
was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  in  1897.  He  was 
commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly  in  1869,  1882,  1892  and 
1906.  He  published  a number  of  sermons  and  other  discourses, 
as  well  as  a history  of  the  Bellefonte  Presbyterian  Church 
from  1800  to  1902. 

He  was  twice  married;  (i)  May  8,  1855,  in  Wigtown, 
Scotland,  to  Martha  Balieff,  who  died  Aug.  10,  1870;  (2) 
March  5,  1874,  in  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  to  Alice  Amelia  Ives,  who 
with  one  son  and  one  daughter  by  his  first  wife  and  two  daugh- 
ters by  his  second  wife  survives  him. 


WILLIAM  CHUECHILL  EEADE  (formerly  REEL) 

Son  of  William  Francis  Melville  and  Emmeline  (Jayne)  Reed, 
was  born  Nov.  i,  1835,  in  Hampden,  Maine.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Lawrence  Street  Congregational 
Church  of  Lawrence,  Mass.,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  His 
preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Phillips  Academy  of 
Andover,  Mass.,  and  he  graduated  from  Yale  University  in 
1863.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the 
same  year,  remaining  one  year,  and  completed  his  theological 
course  in  Andover  Seminary,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1866. 
He  was  licensed  by  tbe  Andover  Association  of  Congrega- 
tional Ministers  Feb.  13,  1856,  and  ordained  by  a Congrega- 
tional Council  at  South  Dennis,  Mass.,  Feb.  10,  1870.  He 
supplied  the  Congregational  Church  at  Westbrook,  Conn., 
1867-68;  was  pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church  of  South 
Dennis,  Mass.,  from  Feb.  10,  1870,  to  Dec.  31,  1874,  and 
served  the  Congregational  Church  at  Milton,  Mass.,  as  pastor 
elect  from  April,  1876,  to  December,  1878,  and  the  Congrega- 
tional Church  of  Candia,  N.  H.,  as  stated  supply  from  1878 
to  1883.  After  this  time,  he  resided  in  Beverly,  Mass.,  preach- 
ing occasionally,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  July  14,  1908, 
in  Newton,  Mass.,  of  bronco-pneumonia,  in  the  73d  year  of 
his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Beverly,  Mass.  He  published  news- 
paper articles,  sermons,  essays,  and  literary  contributions. 
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He  was  married  Oct.  24,  1867,  in  Waterville,  Me.,  to 
Octavia  Porter,  who  died  March  18,  1908. 


JAMES  SAMUEL  TODD,  D.D., 

Son  of  David  and  Sarah  (McCormick)  Todd,  was  born  May  3, 
1841,  in  Dauphin  County,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  South  Salem,  Ohio,  at 
the  age  of  twenty.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  South  Salem  Academy,  of  which  Prof.  J.  A.  I.  Lowes  was 
principal,  and  he  graduated  from  Miami  University  in  1864. 
Entering  the  Seminary  of  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same 
year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in 
1867.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Sidney  (now 
Bellefontaine)  May  7,  1866,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the 
same  Presbytery  Dec.  17,  1867.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the 
church  at  Areata,  Cal.,  from  February,  1868,  to  March,  1877; 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Healdsburg,  Cal.,  from  April',  1877,  to 
April,  1880,  and  stated  supply  again  of  the  church  at  Areata 
from  IMay,  1880,  to  May,  1895,  and  was  ordained  pastor  of  this 
church  Nov.  24,  1895,  continuing  in  this  relation  until  Oct.  16, 
1901.  He  died  June  8,  1908,  at  Areata,  of  paralysis,  in  the 
68th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Areata.  He  received 
the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Miami  University  in  1898.  Dr.  Todd 
was  a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly  in  1888.  In  1890 
he  was  appointed  captain  and  chaplain  of  the  loth  Battalion 
of  Infantry  of  the  National  Guard  of  California.

JAMES  ALEXANDER  FERGUSON,  D.D., 

Son  of  Rev.  Archibald  and  Nancy  Ann  (Rodgers)  Ferguson, 
was  born  May  12,  1843,  Oswekatchie,  N.  Y.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Ogdensburg  Academy  and  at  Ham- 
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mond,  N.  Y.,  and  he  graduated  from  Hamilton  College  in  1865. 
He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  same  year,  re- 
maining only  one  year.  He  completed  his  theological  course  in 
Union  Seminary,  New  York,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1869. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Ogdensburg  June  30, 

1868,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Rockaway  May  18, 

1869.  He  supplied  the  church  at  Morristown,  N.  Y.,  1866-67, 
and  the  church  at  Manhattanville,  N.  Y.,  1868-69.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Hanover,  N.  J.,  from  May  18,  1869, 
until  his  death,  March  17,  1909,  a period  of  forty  years.  He 
died  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  of  paralysis,  in  the  66th  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  at  Hanover,  N.  J.  He  received  the  degree 
of  D.D.  from  the  National  University  of  Chicago  in  1893, 

the  same  degree  from  Fergusoh  and  Williams  College,  South 
Carolina,  in  1905.  Dr.  Ferguson  published  a history  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Hanover  in  1876.  He  taught  elocution 
in  the  Polytechnic  College  of  Brooklyn  from  1867  to  1868.

N.  Y.,  to  Isabella  Rutherford  Bell,  who  died  Dec.  3,  1873; 
(2)  Dec.  30,  1875,  at  Parsippany,  N.  J.,  to  Catharine  Elizabeth 
Parker,  who  with  one  daughter  survives  him. 


JAMES  WELCH  BOAL, 

Son  of  William  and  Anna  Maria  (Shannon)  Boal,  was  born 
July  II,  1838,  near  Bellefonte,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confes- 
sion of  his  faith  in  the  Spring  Creek  Presbyterian  Church  near 
Boalsburg,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  Boalsburg,  Academia,  and  Pine  Grove 
Academies,  Pa.,  and  he  graduated  from  Lafayette  College  in 
1868.  Entering  Princeton  Seminary  in  the  fall  of  the  same 
year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in 

1871.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Huntingdon  Oct. 
6,  1870,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Oct.  4,  1871.  He  was  pastor 
of  the  Saxton  and  Yellow  Creek  churches.  Pa.,  from  May  28, 

1872,  to  Oct.  6,  1875;  of  the  church  at  Washington,  Pa.,  from 
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May  19,  1876,  to  April,  1887;  of  the  Lycoming  Church,  Wil- 
liamsport, Pa.,  from  May,  1887,  to  June,  1893,  and  of  the 
church  at  Port  Carbon,  Pa.,  from  June  3,  1894,  to  April  20, 
1904.  After  this  he  resided  at  Centre  Hall,  Pa.,  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  Sept.  27,  1908,  at  Centre  Hall,  of 
asthma,  in  the  71st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Belle- 
fonte.  Pa.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Foreign  Missions  Com- 
mittee of  the  Presbytery  of  Northumberland,  and  of  the  Syn- 
odical Home  Missions  Committee  of  the  Presbytery  of  Lehigh, 
and  was  several  times  a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly.

SAMUEL  LOVEJOy  GILLESPIE, 

Son  of  Joseph  Stewart  and  Mary  (Wilson)  Gillespie,  was 
born  Jan.  12,  1838,  at  Bloomingburg,  Ohio.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  his  native 
place  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  South  Salem,  Ohio,  under  the  Rev.  J.  A.  1.  Lowes, 
and  he  graduated  from  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  in 
1868.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the 
same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  gradu- 
ating in  1871.  He  was  licensed  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Chillicothe  Feb.  28,  1871.  He  was  mis- 
sionary at  Gaboon,  West  Africa,  from  1871  to  1874,  and  at 
Evangasimba,  West  Africa,  from  1872  to  1874.  Returning  to 
this  country,  he  engaged  in  home  missionary  work  to  Corinne, 
Utah,  from  1874  to  1877,  and  at  Brigham  City,  Utah,  from 
1877  to  1895.  He  was  an  evangelist  at  Fairfield,  Iowa,  from 
1895  to  1898,  and  then  resided  without  charge  at  Washington 
Court  House,  Ohio,  from  1898  to  1900,  and  at  Dayton,  Ohio, 
from  1900  to  1907.  From  1907  to  1908  he  served  the  Utah 
Gospel  Mission,  and  after  this  resided  in  Los  Angeles  until  his 
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death,  which  occurred  March  10,  1909,  at  Los  Angeles,  Cal., 
of  tumor,  in  the  72d  year  of  his  age.

HENEY  NEILL, 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  and  Lucy  (Humphrey)  Neill,  was 
born  Jan.  20,  1845,  in  Amherst,  Mass.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  church  at  Geneseo,  N. 
Y.,  at  the  age 'of  seventeen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pur- 
sued in  the  Williston  Seminary  at  Easthampton,  Mass.,  and  he 
graduated  from  Princeton  University  in  1868.  He  then  en- 
gaged in  teaching  for  one  year  at  Highland  Falls,  N.  Y. 
Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1869,  he  took  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1872.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick  April  12,  1871,  and 
ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Troy,  June  4,  1872.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Schaghticoke,  N.  Y.,  from  1872  to 
1879;  stated  supply  at  Cazenovia,  N.  Y.,  from  1879  to  1880; 
pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church  of  Westfield,  N.  J.,  from 
1881  to  1886;  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Highland  Park, 
111.,  from  1886  to  1895;  of  the  church  at  Flint,  Mich.,  from 
Oct.  30,  1895,  to  June  12,  1899;  pastor  elect  of  the  church  at 
Harbor  Springs  from  1902  to  1904;  pastor  of  the  Broadway 
Church,  Baltimore,  Md.,  from  Jan.  19,  1905,  to  May  20,  1907,' 
and  pastor  of  the  church  at  Windsor,  N.  Y.,  from  Nov.  i,  1907, 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  Sept,  i,  1908,  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y., 
of  apoplexy,  in  the  64th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at 
Albany,  N.  Y.  He  published  several  sermons  and  a history  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Schaghticoke,  N.  Y.,  in  1876. 
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He  was  married  three  times:  (i)  June  13,  1872,  at  Brain- 
ard,  N.  Y.,  to  Catharine  H.  Hastings,  who  died  Oct.  30,  1875 ; 
(2)  Sept.  26,  1877,  at  Schaghticoke,  N.  Y.,  to  Eliza  B.  Cong- 
don,  who  died  June  19,  1882;  (3)  June  4,  1889,  at  Minneapolis, 
IMinn.,  to  Mrs.  Etta  (Eorbes)  Henderson,  who  with  one  son 
and  one  daughter  by  his  first  wife  and  one  son  by  his  second 
survives  him. 


GEORGE  HAY  STUART  CAMPBELL,  L.D., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  Robinson  and  Mary  (Cochran) 
Campbell  was  born  Nov.  5,  1848,  on  the  Indian  Ocean,  while 
his  parents  were  on  the  way  to  Calcutta.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Eirst  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Philadelphia  at  the  age  of  eleven.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  academy  of  Dr.  Charles  Short,  of 
Philadelphia,  and  at  the  Royal  Academical  Institution  of  Bel- 
fast, Ireland,  and  he  graduated  from  Queen’s  College,  Belfast, 
in  1869.  He  attended  the  Divinity  Hall  of  the  Reformed  Pres- 
byetrian  Cburch  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  during  the  summers 
of  1867,  1868,  and  1869.  He  also  studied  theology  in  the 
General  Assembly  Divinity  College  of  Belfast  from  1867  to 
1868,  and  the  Eree  Church  Divinity  College  of  Edinburgh 
from  1868  to  1870,  graduating  from  that  institution  in  the 
latter  year.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  as  a gradu- 
ate student  in  Eebruary,  1871,  remaining  two  months.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Eree  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  Nov.  30,  1870, 
and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  West  Jersey  Nov.  7,  1871, 
being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  in  Wil- 
liamstown,  N.  J.  This  relation  was  dissolved  Dec.  4,  1876. 
He  was  pastor  of  the  First  Church  of  Phoenixville,  Pa.,  from 
Dec.  14,  1876,  to  July  25,  1880;  pastor  of  the  Port  Richmond 
Church,  Philadelphia,  from  Dec.  16,  1880,  to  March  4,  1889; 
of  the  Disston  Memorial  Church,  Tacony,  Pa.,  from  July  25, 
1889,  to  June  23,  1890;  statej  supply  at  Port  Penn,  Del.,  from 
November,  1890,  to  June,  1891 ; pastor  at  Danville,  N.  J.,  from 
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Nov.  17,  1891,  to  April  9,  1895;  pastor  of  the  Second  Church, 
Mansfield  and  Beattystown,  N.  J.,  from  April  28,  1896,  to 
Dec.  15,  1898;  and  pastor  of  the  New  London  Church,  Glen 
Riddle,  Pa.,  from  Jan.  18,  1899,  to  Sept.  17,  1902.

He  was  principal 
and  professor  of  the  Phoenixville  Academy,  Pennsylvania, 
from  1878  to  1880.

JETHRO  BONNEY  WOODWARD, 

Son  of  Allen  and  Lucrete  (Hayward)  Woodward,  was  born 
Oct.  19,  1825,  in  Candor,  N.  Y.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Bridgeton, 
N.  J.,  October,  1857,  at  the  age  of  thirty-two.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Owego  Academy,  New  York, 
under  William  Smyth  and  Charles  R.  Cowan.  He  engaged  in 
teaching  from  1853  to  1867,  except  during  the  years  1861-64, 
when  he  served  with  the  regiment  of  New  Jersey  Volunteers 
in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.

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1886;  Stated  supply  of  the  Prompton  and  Waymart  churches, 
Pa.,  from  May,  1886,  to  October,  1887;  stated  supply  of  the 
church  at  Covington,  Pa.,  from  1889  to  1893.  After  this  he 
resided  without  charge  at  Covington  until  1897.  He  supplied 
the  charge  at  Knoxville,  Pa.,  from  1897  to  1898;  this  was  his 
last  regular  pastoral  work.  He  resided  in  Covington  from 
1898  to  1902;  in  Ferenvaugh,  N.  Y.,  from  1902  to  1904,  and  at 
Arnot,  Pa.,  from  1904  to  1908.  He  died  March  23,  1908,  at 
Covington,  Pa.,  of  the  effects  of  grippe,  in  the  82d  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  at  Covington. 

He  was  married  April  27,  1882,  in  Trenton,  to  Elizabeth 
Marshall,  who  died  in  February,  1896. 


HENRY  LEWIS  MAYERS,  D.D., 

Son  of  Louis  and  Sarah  (Wheaton)  Mayers,  was  born  Dec. 
27,  1845,  Millersburgh,  Ohio.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Hayesville,  Ohio,  at 
the  age  of  twenty.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Vermilion  Institute  of  Hayesville  under  the  Rev.  Sanders 
Diefendorf,  D.D.,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University 
in  1871.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the 
same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  gradu- 
ating in  1874.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Brunswick  April  23,  1874,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
West  Jersey  Oct.  15,  1874,  being  at  the  same  time  installed 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Millville,  N.  J.  This  relation  was  dis- 
solved April  17,  1879.  From  April  to  October,  1880,  he 
served  the  church  at  Williamstown,  N.  J.  He  was  pastor  of 
the  First  Church  of  Kittaning,  Pa.,  from  May  ii,  1881,  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  JSn.  28,  1909,  at  Kittaning,  of  apo- 
plexy, in  the  64th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Kittaning. 
He  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Washington  and  Jeffer- 
son College  in  1902.  Dr.  Mayers  was  several  times  a com- 
missioner to  the  General  Assembly.

ANDREW  LEES, 

Son  of  Andrew  and  Jane  (Caskill)  Lees,  was  born  Feb.  10, 
1835,  in  Articlive,  Ireland.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Glasgow,  Scotland,  at  the  age 
of  twenty-one.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the 
the  grammar  school  of  Glasgow.  He  graduated  from  the  San 
Francisco  College  in  1871.  He  took  the  first  two  years  of  his 
theological  course  in  the  San  Francisco  Seminary  and  entered 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  as  a senior  in  1873,  graduating  in 
1874.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia 
Central  July  7,  1874,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Ches- 
ter July  8,  1875.  He  served  the  following  churches:  Darby, 
Pa.,  1875-76;  Musgrave  Chapel,  Philadelphia,  1876-80;  Trinity 
Church,  Philadelphia,  1881-83;  the  English  Presbyterian 
Church,  Chatham,  England,  1883-87.  After  this  time  he  re- 
sided in  London  until  shortly  before  his  death.  He  died  June 
I,  1908,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  unmarried. 


JACOB  HILL  STARK, 

Son  of  Christian  Nichols  and  Elizabeth  (Hill)  Stark,  was  born 
May  II,  1848,  in  Walduelversheim,  Germany.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Germantown,  Wis.,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  preparatory  department  of  the 
German  Theological  School  of  the  North  West,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1871.  He  was  a tutor  in  the  Dubuque  German 
Theological  School  from  1871  to  1873.  Entering  the  Seminary 
at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  1873,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1876.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
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bytery  of  Dubuque  Oct.  4,  1871,  and  ordained  by  the  same 
Presbytery  Oct.  2,  1876.  From  1871  to  1872  he  supplied  the 
church  at  Hazel  Green,  Wis.,  and  the  church  at  Marion,  Wis., 
from  June  to  August,  1874.  He  was  stated  supply  at  Augusta, 
Iowa,  from  June  to  September,  1876,  and  of  the  church  at 
Sherrills  Mound  from  September,  1876,  until  installed  its  pas- 
tor, July  7,  1878.  This  relation  was  dissolved  June  12,  1883. 
He  was  pastor  of  the  church  at  Waukon,  Iowa,  from  1883  to 
1893,  when  he  was  deposed  from  the  ministry  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Dubuque.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Independent  Reformed 
Church  in  Scotland,  S.  Dak.,  from  Aug.  i,  1896,  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  July  29,  1908,  in  Scotland,  of  cancer,  in 
the  61  St  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Scotland.  He  was 
editor  of  Der  Presbyterianer  from  1878  to  1882,  and  later  of 
Der  Waechter. 

He  was  twice  married:  (i)  Oct.  24,  1876,  in  Augusta, 
Iowa,  to  Julia  Theodora  Lauer,  who  died  Nov.  i,  1884;  (2) 
June  15,  1892,  in  Wauken,  Iowa,  to  Anna  M.  Hager,  who  died 
June  15,  1901.  One  son  and  two  daughters  by  his  first  wife 
and  two  sons  by  his  second  survive  him.

JAMES  RICHARD  GIBSON,, 

Son  of  James  and  Sallie  Moorland  (Whigham)  Gibson,  was 
born  Aug.  28,  1856,  at  Delhi,  N.  Y.  He  made  a public  confes- 
sion of  his  faith  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  West 
Cortright,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Delaware  Academy  at  Delhi,  and 
he  graduated  from  Union  College  in  1881.  Entering  the  Semi- 
nary at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1884.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Elizabeth  April  16,  1884,  and  ordained 
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by  the  same  Presbytery  June  17,  1884,  being  at  tire  same  time 
installed  pastor  of  the  I>ower  Valley  Church,  Califon,  N.  J. 
He  was  released  from  this  charge  Dec.  26,  1893.  He  was 
obliged  to  give  up  the  ministry  on  account  of  impaired  health 
and  engaged  in  insurance  business  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  after  1894. 
He  died  Feb.  9,  1909,  at  Califon,  N.  J.,  of  pneumonia,  in  the 
53d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Delhi,  N.  Y.

He  was  pastor  of  the 
church  at  Cliftpn  Heights,  Pa.,  from  Dec.  20,  1892,  to  Dec.  ii, 
1893;  the  Scot’s  Church,  Philadelphia,  from  Jan.  13,  1894, 
to  April  21,  1896;  and  of  the  South  Broad  Street  Church, 
Philadelphia,  from  July  14,  1896,  until  1901.  He  resided  at 
Riverton,  N.  J.,  from  1903  until  his  death.  He  was  president 
of  the  Cinnaminson  National  Bank  of  Riverton  from  1907 
until  his  death.  He  died  Nov.  14,  1908,  in  Riverton,  of  dia- 
betes, in  the  52d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  West

Laurel  Hill  Cemetery,  Philadelphia.  He  was  for  a time  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication. 

He  was  married  Oct.  ii,  1888,  in  Riverton,  N.  J.,  to  Har- 
riet Middleton  Ogden,  who  with  three  sons  and  one  daughter 
survives  him. 


WALTER  AUGUSTUS  WYCKOFF, 

Son  of  Benjamin  DuBois  and  Melissa  (Johnson)  Wyckofif, 
was  born  April  12,  1865,  Mainpuri,  Ind.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Freehold,  N.  J.,  at  the  age  of  ten.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  Hudson  Academy,  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  under 
W.  D.  Perry,  principal,  and  in  the  Freehold  Institute,  New 
Jersey,  under  Prof.  Chambers,  and  he  graduated  from  Prince- 
ton University  in  1888.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton 
in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  he  remained  there  one  year.  After 
this  he  traveled  abroad  extensively,  making  the  trip  around  the 
world,  and  also  engaged  in  private  tutoring.  On  his  return  to 
America  in  1894  he  was  appointed  Social  Science  Fellow  of 
Princeton  University  and  continued  for  the  next  three  years 
as  a lecturer  on  sociology.  In  1898  he  was  appointed  assistant 
professor  of  Political  Economy,  which  chair  he  held  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  He  died  May  15,  1908,  in  Princeton,  of 
aneurism  of  the  aorta,  in  the  44th  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  at  Princeton.  He  declined  an  offer  from  the  Leland 
Stanford,  Jr.,  University  to  become  professor  of  Economics  in 
that  institution.  He  was  a member  of  the  Century  and  Univer- 
sity clubs  of  New  York  City,  and  of  the  Ivy  arid  Nassau  clubs 
of  Princeton.  He  published  The  Workers,  The  East,  1897;  and 
The  Workers,  The  West,  1898;  the  result  of  his  observations 
when  tramping  across  the  continent  as  an  ordinary  day  laborer. 
He  also  published  A Day  with  a Tramp  and  Other  Days,  1901, 
beside  several  magazine  articles. 

He  was  married  June  25,  1903,  in  New  York  City,  to  Leah 
Lucile  Ehrich,  who  with  one  daughter  survives  him. 
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CLARKE  ALEXANDER  BUCKNER  JENNINGS, 

Son  of  John  Carr  Boyle  and  Jane  Catharine  (Clarke)  Jen- 
nings, was  born  Feb.  16,  1868,  in  Laurens  County,  S.  C.  He 
made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Liberty  Springs,  S.  C.,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His 
preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  common  schools  of 
Laurens  County  and  in  the  Laurens  Male  Academy,  of  which 
Frank  Evans  was  principal,  and  he  graduated  from  the  Pres- 
byterian College  of  .South  Carolina  in  1889.  He  took  the  first 
year  of  his  theological  course  in  Columbia  Seminary,  and  en- 
tered the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1890,  completing  his  course 
there,  and  graduating  in  1892.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Enoree  May  13,  1892,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Pres- 
bytery Oct.  9,  1892,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of 
the  church  at  Union,  S.  C.  He  was  released  from  this  charge 
Dec.  23,  1901.  His  only  other  pastorate  was  that  of  the  Naz- 
areth and  Antioch  churches,  from  Jan.  26,  1902,  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  IMay  25,  1908,  at  Reidville,  S.  C.,  in  the 
41st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  drowned  while  on  a picnic  at 
Berry  Shoals,  two  and  a half  miles  from  Reidville.  He  was 
buried  at  Clinton,  S.  C.  He  was  a commissioner  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Southern  Church  in  1897.  He  was  president 
of  the  State  Christian  Endeavor  Society  from  1892  to  1898, 
and  a trustee  of  the  Presbyterian  College  of  South  Carolina.' 
During  his  college  course  he  taught  mathematics  in  his  alma 
mater,  and  also  filled  the  chair  of  Languages  in  the  same  insti- 
tution for  a brief  time.

LUTHER  DAVIS, 

Son  of  Charles  and  Elizabeth  (Day)  Davis,  was  born  Jan.  8, 
1871,  in  Philipsburg,  N J.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  of  Easton,  Pa.  (now  the 
Brainerd-Union  Presbyterian  Church),  at  the  age  of  seventeen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Easton  High 
School,  and  he  graduated  from  I.afayette  College  in  1891.  He 
then  spent  the  time  previous  to  his  coming  to  the  Seminary  in 
teaching,  one  year  at  Oxford,  Pa.,  and  the  second  year  in  the 
Easton  High  School.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in 
1893,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in 
1896.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Lehigh  May  12, 
1896,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle  July  7,  1896, 
being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Paxson  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Paxtang,  Pa.,  from  which  he  was  released 
July  II,  1901.  His  other  pastorates  were  the  Graham  Mem-

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confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Princeton,  N.*J.,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Shady  Side  Academy,  Pittsburg, 
and  for  one  year  at  Lawrenceville,  N.  J.,  and  he  graduated 
from  Princeton  University  in  1894.

He  then  resided  for  two 
years  in  Princeton,  N.  J.  He  was  assistant  pastor  of  Hope 
Church,  Philadelphia,  from  Sept,  i,  1906,  until  installed  asso- 
ciate pastor  of  the  same  Feb.  20  of  the  same  year;  this  relation 
he  held  unti'  ins  death,  which  occurred  March  21,  1909,  in 
Atlantic  CiLy,  N.  J.,  of  pneumonia,  in  the  39th  year  of  his  age. 
He  was.  buried  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.

DWIGHT  ELWOOD  POTTER, 

Son  of  Thomas  Mitchell  and  Mary  C.  (Pedrick)  Potter,  was 
born  Nov.  3,  1869,  at  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Peabody,  Kan.,  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  High  School  at  Peabody,  and  he  gradu- 
ated from  the  University  of  Kansas  in  1892.  After  his  grad- 
uation he  engaged  in  teaching  in  the  Peabody  High  School. 
Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1894,  he  took  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1897.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Oakland  April  ii,  1899,  and  ordained  by 
the  same  Presbytery  April  18,  of  the  same  year.

He  was 
licensed  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Saginaw  May  18, 
1899.  During  July  and  August,  1899,  he  supplied  the  church 
at  Lapeer,  Mich.  He  had  been  commissioned  as  a foreign 
missionary  and  assigned  to  Korea,  for  which  country  he  sailed 
Oct.  14,  1899,  and  resided  in  Taiku,  Korea,  until  June  i,  1900. 
After  that  he  resided  in  Fusan,  Korea,  where  he  engaged  in 
missionary  work.  He  came  to  this  country  on  a furlough  in 
July,  1907,  making  his  residence  at  Lapeer,  Mich.,  where  he 
died  Dec.  3,  1908,  as  a result  of  burns  from  an  accident,  in  the 
35th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Lapeer.  He  was 
instructor  in  the  Taiku  Academy,  1906-07,  and  professor  in  a 
recently  organized  theological  seminary  at  Pyengyang,  Korea, 
from  1907  until  his  death. 

He  was  married  June  28,  1899,  in  Lapeer,  Mich.,  to  Effie 
Alden  Bryce,  who  with  one  son  and  one  daughter  survives  him. 
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KAROLY  PETHO, 

Son  of  Charles  and  Barcsa  (Zsofia)  Petho,  was  born  Nov.  8, 
1873,  Bojt,  Bisharomeyze,  Hungary.  He  was  confirmed  in 
the  Reformed  Church-  of  Bojt  at  the  age  of  twelve.  He  at- 
tended the  schools  of  his  native  place  for  six  years,  and  then 
spent  four  years  in  the  Gymnasium  at  Debreczin.  He  gradu- 
ated from  the  Teachers’  College  at  Debreczin  in  1894.  After 
this  he  taught  foi  three  years  in  Resicza-Banya  and  at  Hernad- 
Shurdok  from  1898  to  1905.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  the  fall  of  the  latter  year,  he  spent  two  years  there ; the 
first  as  a special  student  and  the  second  as  a junior.  He  died 
April  15.  1908,  in  the  City  Hospital  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  hav- 
ing become  insane,  in  the  35th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried 
in  the  Odd  Fellows’  Cemetery,  Philadelphia. 

He  was  married  Oct.  23,  1900,  in  Kisujsrallas,  Hungary,  to 
Erzsebet  Farkas,  who  with  two  sons  survives  him.

The  Necrological  Reports  for  the  ten  years,  1900-1909, 
contain  biographical  sketches  of  482  officers  and  former  stu- 
dents of  the  Seminary.  The  average  age  of  the  former  stu- 
dents was  slightly  over  sixty-seven  years.  The  average  con- 
fessional age,  as  far  as  obtained,  was  seventeen  years  and  three 
months. 

The  three  volumes  of  Reports  thus  far  published,  1875- 
1909,  contain  records  of  1522  former  students  and  officers  of 
the  Seminary.

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The  Necrology  of  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  has  been 
printed  annually  for  thirty-five  years.  That  of  1875  contains 
sketches  of  26  deceased  alumni;  there  are  31  in  that  of  1876;
